TRUCKING DAYS 
IN COOK COUNTY 


DEATH TAKES 
A PIONEER

The account of the annual meet­ 
ing of the Truck Gardeners and 
Farmers association held last Sat­ 
urday, was published in the edi­ 
tion of the Cook County Herald, of 
July lith . 
That meeting repre­ 
sented the 25th anniversary of the 
association and was one of the 
most successful in recent years. 
Talks were made by men who 
have been identified with the asso­ 
ciation 
since 
its 
organization. 
These talks were largely remini s- 
ences of olden days and are inter­ 
esting reading. The editor regrets 
that he can not publish all of those 
talks, but we are publishing the 
talk given by Mr. August Geweke. 
It will recall to the minds of 
the older truck gardeners the days 
when truck farming met far pi ore 
trails and hard work than now. 
It will also remind the young fel­ 
lows that were they put in IO or 
12 hours a day, their fathers put 
ip 16 and 20 hours. 
Mr. Geweke’sl address: 
As we go back as far as we can 
recall we find that undoubtedly the 
past leads into the future, history 
repeats itself but always in a new 
way. The farming industry start­ 
ed over 50 years ago but commer­ 
cial gardeners were not known iii 
Cook County except in the Lake 
View township. 
But the industry 
spread and wrhen the Uptown dis­ 
trict went out of business, the Jef­ 
ferson, Niles, Niles Center and 
Dunning districts started. At that 
time there were toll roads in Cook 
County. 
All the main roads paid 
toll and were taken care of by the 
people who owned the roads. Chi­ 
cago’s main market, called the Old 
Pea market, was where the grow­ 
ers gathered and sold their pigs, 
calves, butter and eggs and what 
ever the farmers raised and travel­ 
ed many miles, some of them many 
* days to get to and from the mar­ 
ket. 
Soon a north side market 
Was established at Hoisted and 
North Ave., where trading was 
done at night on the street. 
For 
15 years this was the best market 
in Chicago but became over crowd­ 
ed and many were forced to change 
frqm corner to corner when the 
property

kicked.

Mprch Ave., market went out of 
dSistence and the farmers had no 
teal market about ten years prior 
‘to the fife of this organization.
